Occupational Questionnaire 
Will Be Sent Soon To Men 
Who Registered In February 


Every man between 20 and 44 
years of age who registered for Se- 
lective Service on February 16 must 
fill out an occupational question- 
naire which his local selective serv- 
ice board will send to him in the 
near future. 

The form must be returned to the 
selective service board within ten 
days after its receipt. 

The purpose of this occupational 
registration, according to tiie United 
States Employment Service, is to 
provide the government with a 
complete occupational inventory of 
its manpower. This information, it 
was said, will avoid induction into 
the armed forces of men more ur- 
gently needed in war _ production 
and will also speed the output of 
war materials by promoting the 
transfer of workers from non-es- 
sential to essential work. 

Each questionnaire is in two iden- 
tical parts—one for selective serv- 
ice system and one for the United 
States Employment Service. Infor- 
mation is requested on the regis- 
trant’s present job, his education 
and the kind of work for which he 
considers himself best fitted. 

Applicants needing help in fill- | 
ing out the form should ask assist- 
ance from their employer, their la- 
bor union, the local office of the N. | 
S. employment service or from a 
member of the selective service lo- 
cal advisory board. No fee will be 
charged for the service. 

The same form will: later be 
mailed to men who registered for 
selective service in 1940 and 1941. ex- 
cept to those now in the armed 
forces, and also to those from 18 to 
20 and from 45 to 64 who are still 
to be registered.

Fourth Army, announced the class- 
es of German and Italian aliens 
and of Japanese who may be entit- 
led to acquire exemption from ex- 
clusion orders and curfew regula- 
tions. Virtually no Japanese can 
quality for an exempton except 
Japanese minors resident in or-:

ill or infirm to move. Thus virtu-. 
ally all Japanese face evacuation. 
Machinery has been established 
for receiving and acting on appli- 
cations for exemptions, and no 
other requests for exemptions sub- 


| mitted other than through the pre- 


scribed channels will be considered. 

“Only those persons qualified for 
exemption may make application 
and then only through the pre- 
scribed channels,” General DeWitt 


stated. “Applications must be sub- 
mitted in the form and manner 
specified, or not at all. Appeals for 
exemption submitted in the form of 
letters. telegrams, or _ telephone 
calls will neither be considered nor 
acknowledged.”

service offices in Japanese popula- 
tion centers of Military Area No. 
1. Authorized persons will be at 
these offices during business hours 
to assit qualified aliens in prepar- 
ing their application forms. 

After exemption application forms 
are filled out, they must be submit- 
ted personally or by mail to the 
Selective Service Draft Board head- 
quarters nearest to the applicant’s 
residence. Should the Draft Board 
disapprove an application, it will be 
returned to the applicant. If the 
Draft Board approves an application, 
1t will be forwarded to a designated 
military commander, with recom- 
mendation, for final action. If ap- 
proved by the military commander, 
the Draft Board will issue the appli- 
cant a permit authorizing him to 
continue residence and employment 
in the prohibited or restricted dis- 
trict. exempt from curfew regula- 
tions.
